To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman, 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Annual  Report  for  1965  the  centre  of 
the  town  is  in  the  throes  of  reconstruction  due  to  the  making  of  an 
inner  ring  road,  and  the  replanning  of  the  shopping  centre. 

The  central  replanning  of  the  town  has  made  it  necessary  to 
demolish  many  old,  long  worn-out  houses,  and  rehouse  their  tenants  in 
the  many  newly  built  houses  and  flats  to  be  seen  in  the  town. 

The  Health  Department  lo~>ks  forward  to  a time  when  all  the  old  and 
obsolete  houses  have  been  replaced  by  modern  buildings,  and  when  all 
derelict  property  has  been  removed,  possibly  to  leave  open  spaces  for 
recreation. 

Churchyards  and  cemeteries  would  have  a much  improved  appearance 
if  the  rash  of  grave  stones  were  removed  and  the  areas  were  made  into 
pleasant  gardens  of  remembrance. 

The  year  has  proved  a reasonably  healthy  one  with  no  serious 
epidemics,  and  because  of  the  care  most  people  receive  there  has  been  a 
reasonable  freedom  from  serious  illness. 

The  stage  of  society  is  now  such  that  many  of  the  ills  we  now 
suffer  are  brought  about  by  our  personal  habits  and  as  such  can  only  be 
prevented  by  personal  and  individual  efforts.  It  is  the  Health  Depart- 
ment's task  to  look  after  the  environmental  side  of  health  and  to  persuade 
the  individual  to  accept  and  practise  healthy  habits  of  living. 

This  report  outlines  some  of  our  efforts  to  achieve  better  health 
in  the  community  and  also  indicates  where  we  are  still  not  doing  as  much 
as  we  would  like. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  understanding  and  co-operation,  and  to  all 
members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  interest  and  ever  willing 
effort. 

My  thanks  are  also  given  to  other  departments  of  the  Corporation 
and  to  numerous  other  people  who  have  helped  to  further  the  cause  of 
better  health*

POPULATION 
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There  were  816  babies  born  in  the  borough  during  the  year,  18  fewer  than 
last  year.  The  Family  Planning  Clinic  has  been  in  operation  for  15  years, 
and  this  may  be  helping  to  keep  the  birth  rate  fairly  steady. 

Because  of  the  decreased  death  rate,  the  total  population  has  increased 
to  43,880.  Ten  years  ago  the  population  was  39,000  so  that  almost  5,000 
more  persons  have  had  to  be  accommodated  in  the  last  ten  years. 

This  brings  up  the  question  of  housing. 

HOUSING. 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  discusses  the  problem  of  old  and  obsolete 
houses  on  page  25  of  his  report  and  shows  that  43  old  houses  were  put  out 
of  use  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  Department  shows  what  the  Kidderminster  Corporation  has  done 
in  dealing  with  the  housing  problem.

The  weekly  inclusive  rents  for  Corporation  dwellings  ranged  between 
29/lld.  for  pre-war  Aged  Persons*  bungalows  to  95/8d.  for  a 5 bedroomed  post- 
war house. 

The  668  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  and  by  the  Corporation  are 
a good  contribution  to  the  number  of  new  houses  in  the  district. 

The  increased  number  of  1 bedroom  flats. and  the  increased  accommodation 
for  old  people  were  built  by  those  who  recognise  the  pressing  need  for  this 
type  of  dwelling. 

Next  to  wholesome  food,  clean  water  and  clean  air,  housing  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  anyone *s  material  life.  We  only  hope  that  nothing  will 
happen  to  slow  down  the  present  building  impetus. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


Sufficient  good,  clean  air  is  essential  for  optimum  health,  So 
long  as  we  are  condemned  to  live  in  polluted  air  our  health  suffers. 

The  things  we  grow  are  stunted,  we  suffer  from  catarrhs  and 
bronchitis;  our  skins,  clothing,  homes  and  public  buildings  are  constant 
ly  soiled  with  the  filth  we  put  in  the  air.  The  cost  of  atmospheric 
pollution  is  enormous  - there  have  been  many  estimates  in  millions  of 
pounds  but  these  probably  fall  short  of  the  real  cost  to  the  community. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1965  all  moves  to  establish  Smoke  Control  Zones  in 
Kidderminster  had  been  blocked. 

How  long  will  the  community  put  up  with  the  archaic  practice  of 
burning  s^lid  fuel  on  individual  fires,  entailing  so  much  unnecessary 
work,  atmospheric  filth  and  great  waste  of  our  natural  resources? 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board  continues  to  supply  water 
to  the  Borough.  The  water  is  sufficient  and  of  go ->d  quality  and  is 
adequately  chlorinated.  However,  it  is  almost  totally  devoid  of  the 
fluoride  necessary  to  enable  teeth  to  resist  decay. 

When  it  is  known  that  87%  of  school  children  inspected  by  the  School 
Dental  Service  required  dental  treatment,  the  result  of  fluoride  lack  is 
realised  and  we  may  hope  that  this  deficiency  will  be  made  good  in  the 
near  future. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  PREVENTIVE  MEASURES. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  diseases  notified  which  are  very 
few  for  a community  of  4?,r'0D  people.  Measles  vaccine  has  not  yet  been 
sufficiently  proved  to  merit  its  use,  but  is  likely  to  take  its  place 
with  other  immunising  methods  in  the  near  future.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

In  contrast  to  year  1964,  when  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  well 
above  the  National  level,  it  is  well  below  the  National  level  in  1965. 

Of  816  babies  born,  13  died  during  the  first  year  of  life,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  15.5.  Ten  years  ago  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  was  27.

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The  causes  of  prematurity  are  various  and  can  only  be  dealt  with 
during  the  ante-natal  period.  This  is  why  so  much  importance  is  now 
attached  to  thorough  ante-natal  care  and  treatment. 


DEATHS. 

Each  year  there  are  many  more  who  survive  childhood  diseases  and 
arrive  at  an  early  middle  age  in  a reasonably  healthy  condition.  From 
early  middle  age  onwards  however,  there  are  too  many  who  suffer  too  early 
degenerative  changes,  which  caused  the  majority  of  deaths  in  the  458 
townspeople  who  died  in  1965. 

Respiratory  damage,  i.e.  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  lung  cancer 
killed  59  people,  the  greater  proportion  being  men. 

By  altering  our  habits  with  respect  to  eating  and  exercise  we  could 
postpone  many  degenerative  changes.  By  not  polluting  ^ur  air  with  coal 
smoke  and  choking  our  lungs  with  cigarette  smoke  we  could  prevent  much 
of  our  respiratory  diseases. 

Sooner  or  later  we  hope  to  control  coal  burning  in  this  area  and  so 
prevent  thousands  of  tons  of  filth  fr^m  entering  our  atmosphere,  to  the 
lasting  benefit  of  everyone. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  less  prevalent  among  the  more  intelligent  young 
people,  but  the  heavy  cigarette  addicts  are  suffering  the  penalty  of 
chronic  bronchitis  and  lung  cancer. 

There  were  26,399  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  1965.  One  man  in  eight, 
on  average,  of  the  heavy  smokers  dies  of  lung  cancer,  the  majority  before 
the  age  of  65.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

F 0 R THE  YEAR  196  5. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  the  Report  on  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1965,  coupled  with  a short  Report  on  the  Public  Cleansing 
Service  administered  by  the  Department  dealing  with  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  household  refuse,  some  trade  refuse  and  salvage. 

The  main  details  of  the  Report,  set  out  in  tabular  or  other 
form  will  be  found  on  subsequent  pages,  but  I would  mention  briefly  here 
one  or  two  items  of  interest. 

Again,  the  year  has  been  a busy  one  with  Meat  and  Food  Inspec- 
tion, Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance 
demanding  much  of  your  Officers'  time.  One  of  the  major  changes  in  our 
work  was  occasioned  by  the  opening  of  the  new  Refuse  Plant.  This  new 
conception  in  refuse  disposal  is  proving  more  hygienic  as  opposed  to 
tipping  which  previously  had  been  the  practice  in  this  Borough. 

The  only  staff  change  was  due  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J. 

Heaton  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  on  being  appointed  to 
another  Authority.  His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  J.G.  Hunt  of  Stourbridge. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Officers  of  other  Departments  for  much  help  and  support 
during  the  past  year,  such  help  being  of  inestimable  value.  I would  also 
like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  senior  members  of  the  County  Analyst's 
Department,  whose  advice  when  sought  on  matters  concerning  food  etc.,  is 
so  readily  given.  To  the  Inspectorate  and  Clerical  Staff  I offer  my 
thanks  for  loyalty  and  application  to  duties.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  Borough  possesses  a complement  of  8 private  slaughterhouses,  but  n~> 
municipally  owned  Public  Abattoir  and  the  duty  of  meat  inspection  was  pursued 
during  the  year  with  customary  diligence.  The  use  of  two  of  these  slaughter- 
houses is  restricted  to  small  animals  only,  the  amount  of  slaughtering  at  one 
being  very  small  indeed. 

THE  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS  1963. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963,  has  made 
the  work  more  exacting  in  as  much  as  they  provide  that  meat  must  be  inspected 
at  Slaughterhouses  in  accordance  with  the  standard  procedure  laid  down  in  their 
1st  Schedule  and  meat  which  is  passed  must  be  marked  with  a stamp  bearing  the 
name  of  the  L>cal  Authority  and  a code  No.  or  letter  to  identify  the  officer 
making  the  inspection.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT.  1958. 

One  of  the  principal  requirements  of  this  Act  is  that  persons  engaged 
in  the  slaughtering  of  food  animals  must  hold  a licence  and  these  licences 
specify  the  kind  of  animals  which  may  be  slaughtered  and  the  types  of 
instruments  to  be  used.  The  licences  are  for  12  monthly  periods  and  require 
renewal  at  the  end  of  that  time.  Persons  holding  such  licences  must  be  over 
18  years  of  age  and  competent  to  discharge  their  duties. 

Number  of  licences  in  force  - 26. 

At  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  the  slaughter  of  sheep  by  the 
Mohammedan  method  was  practised.  The  two  slaughtermen  in  question  were 
properly  licensed  under  the  Act  by  a large  neighbouring  Authority,  the 
licences  being  operative  generally  and  not  merely  restricted  to  the  area  of 
the  Authority  granting  them.  This  gave  rise  to  much  comment  and  publicity 
in  more  ways  than  one. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  this  practice  had  ceased  in 
Kidderminster.

The  sampling  of  certain  types  of  foods  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion continues  to  be  used  to  assess  the  cleanliness  of  their  preparation 
etc.,  A synopsis  of  the  samples  taken  can  be  found  on  page  21. 

Complaints  regarding  contraries,  mould  growths  etc.,  seem  now  to 
have  become  a permanent  feature  in  our  work  and  no  mean  amount  of  time 
is  spent  on  investigation  and  discussions.  I must  repeat,  however,  the 
c ^mments  in  my  report  for  1964  that  occasions  arise  when  a stiffening 
attitude  by  the  Department  is  called  for  and  the  rigour  of  the  law  invoked, 
thus  in  4 cases  prosecutions  ensued.

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DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES,  CLOTHING  ETC., 

Disinfestation  against  the  more  common  house  pests,  viz s bed  bugs,  fleas 
and  cockroaches  is  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

The  spraying  of  infested  premises,  furniture  and  other  fittings  with  an 
insecticide  which  contains  both  "knock-down"  and  "residual"  properties  is 
the  method  usually  applied.  Where  possible  such  fittings  as  picture  rails, 
skirting  boards,  architraves  and  wallpapers  are  removed,  so  as  to  facilitate 
the  work.

THEATRES.  CINEMAS  ETC. . 

The  one  theatre  and  one  cinema  together  with  several  other  places  of 
entertainment  were  inspected  for  a report  on  sanitary  accommodation  etc.  , to 
the  Licensing  Justices  in  relation  to  Theatre  and  Cinematograph  Licences, 

They  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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RODENT  CONTROL,  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT , 1949. 

Two  rodent  operatives  are  employed , who  in  addition  to  their  duties 
as  such  also  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfection  and  disinfestation. 

The  work  entailed  covers  private  houses,  business  premises,  refuse  disposal 
sites  and  main  sewers.  There  are  a few  cases  of  business  premises  where 
private  firms  are  engaged  in  rodent  control  and  disinfestations.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  Act  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
workers  in  office,  shop  and  railway  premises.  It  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  August,  1964, 

Below  is  a synopsis  of  the  work  done  under  the  Act  during  1965. 

The  number  of  registered  premises  covered  by  the  Act  is  545. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  in  these  premises  totalled  3,195 
comprising  1,267  males  and  1,928  females. 

A total  of  767  visits  of  all  types  were  made  to  premises  and  of  these  353 
were  general  inspections. 

10  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year  under  Section  48  of  the  Act. 
These  were  investigated  but  in  no  case  was  any  further  action  necessary. 

During  +he  353  general  inspections,  a total  of  412  contraventions  were 
found  and  205  informal  letters  were  sent  to  occupiers  or  owners  drawing  their 
attention  to  these  matters  and  asking  that  steps  be  taken  to  remedy  them.

This  Act  seeks  to  secure  that  the  offering  for  sale  of  animals,  birds,  and 
fish  shall  be  on  suitable  premises  and  that  they  shall  be  fed,  watered  and 
protected  from  the  risk  of  fire.

Chimney  Heights. 

In  four  instances  the  Department  was  asked  to  advise  on  the  height 
for  new  industrial  chimneys*  This  was  given  in  accordance  with  the 
memorandum  on  chimney  heights  issued  as  a guide  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956. 


New  Furnaces. 


Three  notifications  of  the  installation  of  new  industrial  furnaces 
were  received,  together  with  a request  for  prior  approval.  The  approval 
was  given  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  submitted. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  Recording  Apparatus. 

The  Department  continued  taking  readings  from  this  apparatus 
(consisting  of  the  standard  smoke  filter  and  volumetric  equipment)  and  a 
monthly  return  of  the  results  was  sent  to  Warren  Spring  Laboratories.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  Destructor  Plant. 

Work  on  the  Town’s  new  Refuse  Destructor  Plant  was  very  near 
completion  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year.  The  official  opening  of 
the  Plant  to^k  place  on  the  5th  January,  1965,  the  opening  ceremony  being 
performed  by  the  Mayor,  Councillor  Mrs.  Ruth  Chamberlain. 

It  is  pleasing  to  place  on  record  the  interest  shown  by  other  authorities 
due  to  the  publicity  it  received  when  opened.  This  is  truly  reflected  in 
the  visits  paid  by  representatives,  both  Officers  and  Councillors,  from 
authorities  as  far  away  as.  Scotland  and  Ireland.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  Contd 

Now  that  the  Plant  has  been  working  for  some  twelve  months  some 
appraisal  of  its  efficiency  has  been  gained.  It  can  be  said  with  certainty 
that  this  method  is  hygienic  as  the  incinerated  refuse  is  reduced  to  an  inert 
and  inocuous  material.  The  "screenings"  need  disinfestation  (for  flies) 
under  certain  seasonal  and  weather  conditions,  otherwise  there  is  no  problem. 
The  amount  of  salvageable  materials  - baled  tins,  glass,  light  scrap  etc., 
sold  has  been  most  satisfactory  as  can  be  seen  from  the  statement  of  income 
on  the  following  page.  The  plant  has  proved  most  effective  in  dealing  with 
bulky  articles  such  as  household  furniture  and  for  the  destruction  of  animal 
carcases.  The  overall  reduction  in  the  volume  of  refuse  received  at  the 
plant  is  as  good  as  anything  that  can  be  achived  in  mechanical  refuse  handling. 

The  work  of  salvage  recovery  in  almost  its  entirety  is  done  at  the 
Hoobrook  Depot,  where  all  the  plant  is  housed  and  where  all  refuse  and  salvage 
operations  are  now  concentrated. 

In  the  main  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  The  following  is  a list  of  vehicles  and  equipment 
used  by  the  Department  (apart  from  the  separation  and  incineration  plant 
itself) .
